Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see changes made to claims in amendment, filed 1/25/06, 
with respect to the rejections based on Andrew (EPO Pub 0439370 A1) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. There was no prior art found on the "control means for 
controlling a mode changing means and a first indicating means so that an instruction 
outputted from a mode change instructing means is made ineffective and said mode 
changing means is not operated even with said instruction outputted from said mode 
change instructing means when a second indicating means indicates that the front 
wheels and the rear wheels are not at neutral", that is claimed in paragraph 6 of claim 1 .
